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WE  NOMINATE 


Ernest  William  Smillie.  first  and  only  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Department  of  Animal  and  Plant 
Pathology  of  the  Rockefeller  Institute  for  Medical 
Research,  who  this  past  week  became  the  first  New 
Jersey  public  servant  ever  to  be  honored  simul- 
taneously by  five  governors  of  the  State.  With  the 
consolidation  of  the  Institute's  research  activities 
in  New  York  City,  and  with  Princeton  University's 
recent  acquisition  of  the  800-acre  Rockefeller  tract, 
the  tribute  paid  Smillie  bv  Governors  Hoffman, 
Moore,  Edison,  Edge  and  Driscoll  marked  the  end 
of  an  important  chapter  in  the  history  of  Prince- 
ton's development  as  a  research  center. 

It  was  in  1916,  the  year  the  Rockefeller  Institute 
opened  its  laboratories  here,  that  Smillie  appeared 
on  the  Princeton  scene  as  a  newly  graduated  doc- 
tor of  veterinary  medicine.  Intrigued  by  the  pros- 
pect of  working  under  the  late  great  Theobald 
Smith,  he  came  to  stay  "for  two  or  three  years  and 
somehow  or  other  never  got  around  to  leaving." 
During  World  War  I  he  helped  operate  the  "serum 
plant"  established  by  the  Rockefeller  Foundation 
for  the  Allied  Forces  and  in  1919  was  named  super- 
intendent of  the  department  that  was  to  add  so  tre- 
mendously to  man's  knowledge  of  the  "general 
processes  of  disease  and  the  recovery  therefrom." 

Down  through  the  years,  Smillie,  a  59-year  old 

native  of  Eaton,  Colo.,  and  in  his  youth  a  "horse- 

jingler"  on  the  7-Cross  Ranch  on  Cow  Creek,  was

the  man-behind-the-scenes  at  the  Brunswick  Pike 
laboratories.  As  the  research  program  broadened 
and  the  in  titute  added  to  i1  ph;  :ical  facilities,  he 
assumed  responsibility  Eoi  providing  whatever 
might  be  needed  bv  such  eminent  research  scien- 
tists as  Dr.  Smith,  Carl  Ten  Broeck,  Wendell  M. 
Stanley  and  John  H.  Northrop  (co-winners  of  the 
Nobel  Prize  in  chemistry  m  1946)  and  Richard  E. 
Shope.  In  the  process  of  "backing  up"  science,  he 
also  succeeded  in  developing  what  agricultural  au- 
thorities looked  upon  as  New  Jersey's  outstanding 

Secretary  of  Plainsboro's  governing  body  for  a 
period  of  seven  years  and  a  former  Trustee  of 
Princeton  Hospital,  Smillie  was  elevated  to  the 
New  Jersey  Board  of  Health  in  1935  and  for  the 
next  12  years  laid  the  groundwork  for  the  present 
streamlined  Department  of  Health.  He  and  his  as- 
sociates, m  striving  to  place  the  State's  health  or- 
ganization beyond  the  reach  of  patronage,  "sold" 
Ni  \  Jersey  on  a  completely  revised  public  health 
code,  which  was  finally  enacted  in  1947  while 
he  was  serving  under  his  fifth  Chief  Executive. 

For  his  distinguished  supporting  role  in  the 
sphere  of  science;  for  his  contributions  to  the  for- 
ward movement  of  New  Jersey's  public  health  pro- 
gram; hu  sharing  with  others  his  capacities  for
